The plot was exposed through
confession obtalned from o membey
of the revolutionary party in Seoul,
Korea, nnd [s consldered by the gov-
ernment to demand the most prompt
measures on the part of the officlals.

Atn secret meeing of the revolu-
tlonlats at which the assassination
of Prince lto was celebrated a8 @
grent, victory for the Koreans, the
greal plot was formed,

There were muany volunteers o
undertnie to accomplish itetnhrdig
undertuke it accomplishment., Lots
ware drawn and the men selected
after the fashlon of Europsan anar-
chlgts, KWach man, the confessor
stated, awore to give up his life In
order to oprry out his purpose,

It, has been lenrned that the five
men sucoeeded In entoring this olty
and are now In  hiding awalting
thelr opportunlty to strike, The
fact that thelr own Hved have been
forfeited In advance and that dan-
gor of death Is nothing to them,
addes Intensely to the situntion.

Bvery possible offort §s  belng
made to trace them but making lhe
mutter public undoubtedly has put
the nssassins on thelr guard,

The government ofMelnls  today
fear thot the assassins will postpone
getlon and slimply remaln In hiding
until tha present excltemont passes
over (f they oan avold arrest, This
phase of the case, ndded to the fuct
that other assnssins, it 18 sald, are
rendy o repliuce any of the five who
maey be captured, makes It all tha
mora serious as It plickes the high
officlals of the government N per.
